Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
After every big U. S. holiday 
weekend, the debate rages anew 
over what to do about the highway 
death toll. 
Some of the lines of 
attack axe obvious, and progress 
is being made.

engineered for 
greater 
safety,

apace, ample sight-distances, the 
fewest possible number of friction 
points like intersections and side 
roads. 
More safety has to be built into

we drive,

in this field. Current congression­ 
al investigations have tended to 
foeti* fresh attention on this need. 
Stiffer 
enforcement 
of traffic 
laws- is continuously urged, and 
now the cry is heard more strong­ 
ly th im ever. The argument made 
here is that, in the end, the hum­ 
an factor is the key in automobile 
accidents. 
Manj' highway experts would 
agree, and they call for better and 
broader driver training as well as 
tight enforcement.

physical, emotional and mental—

The average road test given 
prospective drivers in most states 
checks only the crude abilities of 
the motorist — his execution 
of 
simple hand signals, turning, stop­ 
ping, starting, parking, and mov­ 
ing along at usually slow speed in 
traffic which may vary from light 
lo heavy. 
But tile road conditions a driv­ 
er may encounter over a year’* 
time actually put him to far stern­ 
er test, and no one, not even he, 
nay be sure until he is tried whe­ 
ther he can meet these situations 
or not. 
The blunt fact is that handling 
a 
modern 
motor 
car properly 
calls for some degree of strength, 
a high degree of alertness, and 
eye-hand-foot 
coodination 
which 
must be developed to the level of 
a genuine skill. 


Now it is just not in the nature 
of things that every man or wo­ 
man or youngster who plants him­ 
self behind 
a wheel 
will have 
these vital attributes in the re­ 
quisite amount. 
By the same to­ 
ken, every person who picks up a 
golf club or tennis racket or pow­ 
er tool will not 
necessarily be 
equipped to handle it skillfully. 
On top of this is the whole ques­ 
tion of an individual’s emotional 
stability, his physical reactions in 
a crisis, and so on. For his pos­ 
session of the proper skills and
